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The  cover  for  this  year’s  issue  is  a 
wonderful  Santa  and  reindeer  we  found 
in  a set  of  computer  CDs  which  contained 
over  150,000  graphics.  It  seemed 
appropriate  to  ask  the  question,  “is 
there  a Santa  Clause?” 


A search  on  the  Internet  resulted  in  the 
following  interesting  information  which 
was  originally  researched  by  a scientific 
journal,  SPY  Magazine. 

1 . No  known  species  of  reindeer  can 
fly. ..BUT  there  are  300,000  species 
of  living  organisms  yet  to  be 
classified  and  while  most  of  these  are 
insects  and  germs,  this  does  not 
completely  rule  out  flying  reindeer, 
which  only  Santa  has  seen. 

2.  There  are  2 billion  children 
(persons  under  18)  in  the  world... 
BUT  since  Santa  doesn’t  appear  to 
handle  the  Muslim,  Hindu,  Jewish 
and  Buddhist  children,  that  reduces 
the  workload  to  15%  of  the  total  -- 
378  million  according  to  Population 
Reference  Bureau.  At  an  average 
(census)  rate  of  3.5  children  per 
household,  that’s  91.8  million 
homes.  One  presumes  there’s  at  least 
one  good  child  in  each. 

3.  Santa  has  31  hours  of  Christmas  to 
work  with,  thanks  to  the  different 
time  zones  and  the  rotation  of  the 
earth,  assuming  he  travels  east  to 
west  (which  seems  logical).  This 


works  out  to  822.6  visits  per  second. 
So,  for  each  Christian  household  with 
good  children,  Santa  has  1/1 000th  of 
a second  to  park,  hop  out  of  the 
sleigh,  jump  down  the  chimney,  fill 
the  stockings,  distribute  gifts  under 
the  tree,  eat  whatever  snacks  have 
been  left,  get  back  up  the  chimney, 
back  to  his  sleigh  and  move  on  to  the 
next  house.  Assuming  that  each  of 
these  91.8  million  stops  are  evenly 
distributed  around  the  earth,  which 
we  know  to  be  false,  but  for  the 
purposes  of  our  calculations,  we  will 
accept.  We  are  now  talking  about  .78 
miles  per  household,  a total  trip  of 
75.5  million  miles  (not  counting 
stops  to  do  what  most  of  us  must  do  at 
least  once  every  31  hours,  plus 
feeding,  etc.). 

This  means  that  Santa’s  sleigh  is 
moving  at  650  miles  per  second, 

3,000  times  the  speed  of  sound.  For 
comparison  purposes,  the  fastest 
man-made  vehicle  on  earth,  the 
Ulysses  space  probe,  moves  at  a poky 
27.4  miles  per  second  - a 
conventional  reindeer  can  run,  tops, 
15  miles  per  hour. 

4.  The  payload  on  the  sleigh  adds  another 
interesting  element.  Assuming  that 
each  child  gets  nothing  more  than  a 
medium-sized  lego  set  (2  pounds), 
the  sleigh  is  carrying  321 ,300  tons, 
not  counting  Santa,  who  is  invariably 
described  as  overweight.  On  land, 
conventional  reindeer  can  pull  no 
more  than  300  pounds.  Even 
granting  that  “flying  reindeer”  could 
pull  10  times  the  normal  amount,  we 
cannot  do  the  job  with  8,  or  even  9 
(including  Rudolph)  we  need 
214,200  reindeer.  This  increases 
the  payload  (not  counting  the  weight 
of  the  sleigh)  to  353,430  tons. 

Again,  for  comparison,  this  is  4 
times  the  weight  of  the  Queen 
Elizabeth.  Con  i in  ue  if.

5.  353,000  tons  traveling  at  650  miles 
per  second  creates  enormous  air 
resistance...  this  will  heat  the 
reindeer  up  in  the  same  fashion  as 
spacecrafts  re-entering  the  earth’s 
atmosphere.  The  lead  pair  of 
reindeer  will  absorb  14.3 
quintillion  joules  of  energy...  per 
second...  each.  In  short,  they  will 
burst  into  flame  almost 
instantaneously,  exposing  the 
reindeer  behind  them,  and  create 
deafening  sonic  booms  in  their  wake. 
The  entire  reindeer  team  will  be 
vaporized  within  4.26  thousandths  of 
a second. 

Santa,  meanwhile,  will  be  subjected 
to  centrifugal  forces  17,500.06 
times  greater  than  gravity.  A 250 
pound  Santa  would  be  pinned  to  the 
back  of  his  sleigh  by  4,415,015 
pounds  of  force. 

Santa  certainly  is  an  amazing  old  gent!

U.  S.  Patterns  of  1863.  Showing  the  Transition  to  the  Motto 

"IN  GOP  WE  TRUST*' 

Patterns  are  coins  struck  from  dies  of  new  and/or  experimental  designs  and  are  not  intended  for 
circulation..  They  are  usually  struck  in  a metal  other  than  the  normal  composition  for  the 
denomination.  They  are  also  usually  struck  in  very  limited  quantities,  making  them  quite  scarce 
to  very  rare.  Generally,  more  are  struck  in  off  metals  than  in  the  normal  metal  for  the 
denomination. 

Over  my  years  of  collecting,  I have  found  the  pattern  coins  containing  the  various  forms  of  the 
now-familiar  motto  "IN  GOD  WE  TRUST"  to  be  quite  interesting.  Although  the  first  coin  to  go 
into  production  with  this  motto  was  the  bronze  two-cent  piece  of  1 864,  the  mint  engravers  had 
experimented  with  it  as  early  as  1861. 


On  November  13,  1861,  the  Rev.  M.  R.  Watkinson  of  Ridleyville,  PA,  wrote  a letter  to  Salmon 
P.  Chase,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  emphasizing  the  fact  that  the  recognition  of  God  had  been 
overlooked  on  our  coins.  Secretary  Chase  thought  the  suggestion  a good  one,  and  in  a letter  to 
James  Pollock,  Director  of  the  Mint,  stated  that  no  nation  could  be  strong  except  in  the  strength 
of  God,  or  safe  except  in  His  defense,  and  that  "The  trust  of  our  people  in  God  should  be 
declared  on  our  nation's  coins.  You  will  cause  a device  to  be  prepared  without  unneccesary 
delay  with  a motto  expressing  in  the  fewest  and  tersest  terms  possible  this  national  recognition." 
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The  first  suggestion  was  "OUR  TRUST  IS  IN  GOD".  This  contained  too  many  letters  to  be  used 
on  the  eagle  and  half  dollar  reverses  without  crowding. 

The  Mint  designers  decided  that  "GOD  OUR  TRUST"  conveyed  the  same  message  and  fit  the 
coins  much  better.  The  first  pieces  to  show  this  form  of  the  motto  were  half  dollar  and  $10 
pieces  dated  1861.  These  come  in  two  styles  - in  a scroll  similar  to  the  final  motto  in  1 866,  and 
with  just  the  words  in  the  field  over  the  eagle.  Similar  pieces  were  struck  in  1 862  and  1 863. 

Also  in  1 863,  the  final  form  of  the  motto,  "IN  GOD  WE  TRUST",  was  first  used  on  patterns  in 
the  denominations  of  two  cents,  quarter  dollar,  half  dollar  and  one  dollar. 

In  1 864  two  cent,  quarter  dollar,  half  dollar  and  one  dollar  pattern  pieces  were  struck  using  the 
final  version  of  the  motto.  In  1865  the  final  form  of  the  motto  was  displayed  on  patterns  of  the 
two  cent,  five  cent  nickel  (as  adopted  in  1867),  quarter  dollar,  half  dollar,  one  dollar,  $5,  $10  and 
$20  pieces. 


The  1863  Half  Dollar  Patterns  were  struck  in  three  varieties: 

1.  GOD  OUR  TRUST  in  a scroll  above  the  eagle's  head,  similar  to  the  finally  adopted  motto. 
These  were  struck  in  silver  (21  - 25  pieces)  and  copper  (36  - 50  pieces).  I purchased  a proof 
copper  speciman  of  this  version  in  1962.

These  were  struck  in  silver  (21  - 25  pieces)  and  copper  (36  - 50  pieces).  I purchased  a 
circulated  silver  spciman  of  this  variety  in  1965.  It  grades  about  XF. 

3.  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  in  a scroll  above  the  eagle’s  head,  as  issued  in  1866. 

These  were  struck  in  silver  (6-8  pieces),  copper  (13  - 15  pieces)  and  aluminum  (6-8 
pieces).  I have  been  uable  to  aquire  this  variety.  As  you  can  see  by  mintage  figures,  this 
type  can  be  expected  to  be  very  costly.
